A S THE YEAR ends and tfo* last' Hatcliet Is 
published, the Board of Editors tradition- 
ally pauses, reflects, and considers both the past 
and the future in this annual “Under The Axe.” 
We could have given you a conventional news 
resume of 1950-51, citing the notable successes 
Of Homecoming, the Career Conference, the 
Placement Office, and the advances made by the 
Medical School and the Cancer Clinic. We could 
have applauded these beneficial things. 

But a conventional round-up just doesn’t 
appeal to us. If you'd like a complete record of 
happenings, buy a bound volume of The Hatchet 
— or even better, listen to the Cherry Tree 
barkers in the Union. Rather than rehash the 
news, we have chosen to apply what small in- 
sight we have gained during the year to an 
inspection, of how the University can best sur- 
vive its Current problems of finances, apathy, 
and obscurity. 

To begin at the source of the problem, it 
might be wise to discuss our Administration, 
faculty, and student body, all of which have 
avoided their responsibilities to the University. 

Administrative Shortcomings 
The Administration has alienated the students 
by failing to show confidence in a student body 
which should be able to bear such responsibility. 
Caution in granting authority to students is 
understandable, but we are convinced that wise 
delegation of power can be only beneficial to 
student maturity. It Is up to the Administration 
to face issues squarely without evasion. A com- 
munity spirit is hampered by the point blank 
refusal of the Administration to allow GW's 
affiliation with those national groups which lack 
the privileged status of honorary, social, profes- 
sional, and religious societies. If the University 
is ever to gain national recognition, it must 
allow, participation in the exchange of ideas 
possible only by accepting membership in 
worthy national councils. The possibility of sub- 
versive influences reaching the campus through 
student affiliations would be stopped by the Uni- 
versity’s continued right to grant final approval. 

A demonstration of faculty Interest has been 
sadlgolacklng In the support of too many events 
of significance. Some professors have success- 
fully ventured to give personal attention to 
Individuals outside the classroom. If more of 
the faculty were to follow a similar program, 
much of the feeling of “belonging” — common to 
campus schools — could be developed. Unfortu- 
nately, there are many cases where even office 
hours have become meaningless In terms of stu- 
dent-faculty relationships.; 

Awaken Students! 

All of the blame, of course, for these weak 
ties does not fall on the faculty. The students, 
In accepting conditions as they find them, have 
allowed disinterest to breed Itself in the shadow 
of ignorance. An attempt by engineering stu- 
dents proved a successful experiment last week; 
their combined student-faculty banquet shows 
the way for further cooperation in many 
branches of the University. 

Passing the buck is an old story! The respon- 
sibility to make the school an Institution to be 
proud of rests with each individual student. 


In no phase of life can anyone expect to re- 
ceive more than the products of his original 
contribution. 

Students who desire positions of leadership 
must always be aware of the responsibility 
accompanying honored posts. Enjoy the lime- 
light, but make the show good. This year’s 
leaders presented a colorful overture and finale, 
but the Intervening acts lacked the qualities of 
action and decision. The newly-elected class 
officers should know that continued inactivity 
will further sabotage the former prestige of the 
titles. When energy returns prestige to posi- 
tions, then will students turn out to vote. 

Concern over the University’s student activ- 
ities is one of the first signs of student matu- 
rity; it develops that essential feeling of loyalty 
to the alma mater. Constant complaints over 
issues whose basic facts are unknown to them 
- make students appear like mobs not guided by 
reason. Too many students shout, about 
“unfair” administrative rulings without at- 
tempting to discover the facts. Their interest is 
only skin-deep, their motives selfish. 

The loyal student Is the onb who carries the 
name and worth of the University to all. This 
form of personal publicity Is the finest type of 
public relations. When thjs method is function- 
ing smoothly, the necessity for formal publicity 
efforts will be lessened. Until then, we must 
advance the University’s reputation by announc- 
ing our achievements to the press, local and na- 
tional. Publicity should not be restricted to local 
society notes. More news releases should point 
up the national significance of University re- 
search, whether in medicine, government, or 
literature. An efficient public relations program 
requires seeking out information instead of 
waiting for it to appear In the office. 

Promote Research Here 

Research at the University, as we have' im- 
/plied, can be fruitful; we hope to see more 
facilities developed and used to strengthen the 
University’s academic reputation as a research 
center. This city of files is unmatched in appeal 
to scholars in many fields. The University per- 
haps should not go to the degree of some 
schools which require sped fled* amounts of re- 
search by all faculty members during the year, 
but It should make every effort to cultivate re- 
search — not only /for degrees, but for public 
, service. Several schools of the University may 
act for community welfare by pooling their 
knowledge and techniques In combatting prob- 
lems that arise. Visiting scholars certainly 
should be Informed that the University wel- 
comes their use of its facilities. 

The problems which face the University are 
circular; each factor supports and is supported 
by another factor. The whole is greater than the 
sum of its parts but it is not impregnable. The 
only solution is tb attack at all points. No por- 
tion of the University should wait for another; 
all must begin now to work for the University’s 
betterment. Delay ' only strengthens apathy’s 
hold. .
